L a st Thursday, 
when

were looking b lack for the Rus­ 
sians in the never-ending crisis of 
the b attle for Stalingrad, a dis­ 
tinguished 
soldier 
of high rank 
told me tha t despite the gravity 
of the position he still b elieved the 
Reds would hold the city. 
T hat was a declaration calling 
for grea t faith. 
Field 
M arshal 
von Bock -one of the m ost b rutal­ 
ly ruthless of H itler's capta in s— 
was pouring his men into the sac- 
rifieal fire w ith tha t utte r disre­ 
gard for life which characterizes 
Prussian m ilitarism . The Germ ans 
had b attered their,w ay forw ard so 
far in places tha t their b lood was 
spilling into 
the 
w aters of the 
m ighty Volga, on 
the 
w estern 
hank of which S talingrad stands. 
H and-to-hand fighting w as going 
on in the streets of the city, and 
even in houses, with a ferocity 
tha t piled the dead into grotesque 
mountains. 
My m ilitary friend w as an op­ 
tim ist. 
Still as this is b eing w rit­ 
ten. alm ost a week later, the un­ 
b elievab le Reds continue to hold 
and coun ter-attack in the face of 
superior numb ers.

F ra n k furte r Zeitung reports that 
the Russians 
have 
b rought up 
more w arplanes and heavy guns to 
the eastern b ank of the river, b e­ 
hind Stalingrad, and got them in­ 
to action, so tha t “the intehsity of 
the b attle is increasing".

The Eagle,

Ability to Pa y 
"To keep the cost of living from spiraling up­ 
ward. we must tax heavily.” 
That was the first of 
President Roosevelt's seven points, outlined to con­ 
gress last April in his anti-inflation message. 
New taxes totaling at least $22,000,000,000 must 
b e raised next year "if inflation is eventually to b e 
avoided.” the National Bureau of Economic Research j 
advises, after a 15-month study. 
The total tax load which the b ureau b elieves we 
should a ssume next year, for safety's sake, is $40,- 
000,000.000, which Still would leave $35,000,000,000 j 
to b e b orrowed in order to finance contemplated j 
war expenditures. 
Such a program would take appproximately 
one dollar out of three earned or otherwise acquired 
b y the American people as income. 
Since taxes in the upper b rackets already have) 
b een made almost completely confiscatory, most of 
j 
the additional $22,000,000,000 would have to come 
from the middle-income class. 
The 1943 tax b ill, j 
however, already has b een pretty finally formulated i 
so far as the Senate Finance Committee is con­ 
cerned, and it provides not only ab out nine b illions 
of new revenue instead of 22 b illions. 
The rates fixed for income tax and surtax, plus 
the Victory Tax program, are terrifying enough. 
Suppose, then, that another 13 b illions has to b e 
superimposed upon the presently proposed edifice? 
It would seem to b e time for congress and the 
Treasury to call in all the responsib le tax experts 
they can find, and start out from scratch to evolve 
a completely modern, comprehensive, cohesively c o-! 
ordinated philosophy of taxation, without fear or 
favor, without softness or malice. 
Jt is well enough to talk ab out taking one ; 
dollar out of every three from the taxpapers to fi­ 
nance the war. 
But it is not done that way. 
It: 
cannot b e. 
No government could take $500 a year 
from the $30-a-vveek father of two or six—children, 
and only $10,000 from the $30,000-a-year b achelor. 
Taxes must b e geared to ab ility to pay. 
T hat means something more than mere ab ility 
to eat after sharing with Uncle Sam, 
It includes 
ab ility to pay this year without collapsing financial­ 
ly next year. 
Our present helter-skelter tax structure already 
offends b adly against that fundamental concept. 
Long b efore another 13 b illions a year can b e added.

Between the Lines 
The Baruch Committee's rub b er report was an 
unusually frank, hard-hitting document. 
It told a 
great many unpleasant truths in language whii h 
was easy to understand. 
The more one reads the pub lished^digest, how­ 
ever, the more disturb ing appear some of the impli­ 
cations b etween the lines. 
For example: The committee reported *hat four 
of the large rub b er companies each had designed its 
own polymerization equipment. 
That is the plant 
in which b utadiene and styrene are comb ined to 
make rub b er. 
But the Rub b er Reserve Company 
ordered that all use a standardized type, represent­ 
ing a compromise which ‘‘may or may not incor­ 
porate the b est ideas of each; on this point there 
are grave reasons for doub t,” 
Well, anyway, we have a standardized process. 
Or have we? 
The first of these plants was supposed to b egin 
producing rub b er in Novemb er. 
But. read Iy- b e­ 
tween the Baruch lines, we learn that none of the 
standardized compromise polymerization plants has 
b een b uilt yet. 
So there is a question whether the first rub b er 
will b ecome availab le under the new program even 
at the late date of Novemb er. Elsewhere in the re­ 
port the committee refers to possib le delay of as 
much as four months and says: 
"If this occurs, the production of Buna-S in 
1943 will fall b elow 200,000 tons (the schedule calls 
for 400,000) and our supplies of rub b er will b e in­ 
adequate for military needs.” 
On July 3, says the report, the Rub b er Reserve 
Company ob tained arw agreement b y which four 
large rub b er companies would make availab le to 
everyb ody in the new industry, technical information 
on compounding meethods. 
But then it took the 
W ar Production Board “six weeks of repeated ef­ 
fort . . . to get this vital information released b y 
the Rub b er Reserve.” 
Who held up this vital program 
the four com­ 
panies, in spite of their agreement, or the Rub b er 
Reserve Company, a government agency? 
Again: The digest recommends carrying out 
the current program, b ased largely upon petroleum, 
and adding facilities to produce 100,000,000 gallons 
of alcohol from grain. 
Does that mean that the committee considers 
grain to b e as availab le a source of b utadiene as 
petroleum, or is it a gesture toward the grain rais­ 
ers at the expense of the taxpayers? 
These are not all the b etwren-the-linr ques­ 
tions left b y the digest and 
we hope 
answered in 
the full report not given to the pub lic. 
They do suggest that the rub b er picture is even 
b lacker than the somb er hues in which it was 
painted in the excellent report.

There is urgent need for better 
swine sanitation on many farms 
where pigs have died this y ear 
from worms and necro, warns E. 
T. Robbins, 
livestock 
extension

In some cases the 
pigs

roamed over all of the farm ex­ 
cept the corn fields, and the clean 
ground of the corn field may be a 
life-saver for next spring’s pigs.

Robbins tells 
of the experience of the late Clif­ 
ford Brown, of McLean 
county ,

waging war. and dead animals me 
not only an excellent source of 
fat, but also of glue neat's foot 
oil. fertilizer, poultry feed and oth­ 
er products. 
Farmers who have dead animals 
are urged to get in touch with the 
rendering plants in their 
locality . 
In case a renderer cannot he lo­ 
cated, the local salvage commit­ 
tee or 
farm 
adviser 
will know

Renderers m some pa ns of the 
country specializing in the collec­ 
tion of dead animals feel that con­ 
siderable quantities of recoverable 
fat are being wasted in rural areas 
because such animals arc not dis­ 
posed of through rendering plants.
